Simulated Disaster A Success 


Saturday, March 11, 1967, in 
the little city of Marianna, Flor- 
ida, population about 8,000, the 
sun shone brightly, and the 
weather had a feeling of sum- 
mer with the temperature in 
the 80’s, At 1 P.M. Central 
Standard Time the two local ra- 
dio stations, WTYS and WTOT, 
warned of a ‘disaster’ — aplane 
had ‘crashed’ in the center of the 
town, close to the Chipola Ho- 
tel,

The Tropical Phone Traffic Net 
meets daily, except Sundays, on 3945 
Ke, at 2200 GMT. Wewelcome AM or 
CW stations, but prefer you operate 
lower sideband if you can, The TPTN 
is a directed net with a different NCS 
each day and a roll call of someforty 
stations in east Fla. We often have 
stations from west Fla., also, 

If you wish to be placed on the TP- 
TN roll call sendaradiogram request 
to Net Manager WA4COR or to Asst, 
Net Manager W4SMK,. Please do not 
request a place on the roll unless you 
can actively participate several days 
per week, When operating inthisnet, 
or any net, zero beat the NCS care- 
fully. If you are not on the roll call 
wait until after the roll (about 10 min- 
utes) and check in at the appropriate 
time when the NCS calls for stations 
with traffic and without traffic. Call 
in by giving your call only and stand- 
ing by. The NCSwill then acknowledge 
you and ask for your traffic, etc. 

The TPTN was started in the early 
1950’s by W4TJU and a group of oth- 
ers who began meeting on 3945 to 
chat. Gradually this group began 
handling traffic and their social net 
developed into a formal traffic net, 
The Tropical Net is affiliated withthe 
ARRL NTS and is listed in their Net 
Directory. We have good liason with 
the other Fla, phone, cw, andrttynets 
and with MARS, 

The net usually runs for about 30 
minutes and rarely more than anhouc 
unless there is a great deal of traffic, 
Please join us as soon as possible af- 
ter the net begins since some of our 
outlet stations may be shortof time. 
If you must leave before the net is 
closed try and advise the NCS of your 
leaving. We do our best to handle the 
net quickly and efficiently, but accur- 
acy comes first in tfc.

and has the facility for provid- 
ing additional communication, 
for mass feeding, and for em- 
ergency shelter, should the oc- 
casion warrant, 

Also responding to the dis- 
aster alarm were local citizens 
and business band operators 
who dispatched mobile units to 
all sections of Jackson County, 
which has a population of ap- 
proximately 38,000, and is sit- 
uated inthe Northwest section of 
Florida, seventy miles west of 
the city of Tallahassee, Capitol 
of the Sunshine State. 

Kenneth Wester, controlling 
the Citizen Band operations, 
praised the volunteer work of 
his fellow radio operators in 
that these units logged over 300 
miles, transmitted 75 or more 
messages during the four hour 
alert, 

The State Road Department,

lations throughout the tri-state 
region, which includes Ala- 
bama, Georgia, and Florida, 
The Emergency Squad was 
organized in Jackson County by 
WA4DED, ARRL Ec as Red 
Cross and Civil Defense units 
are not operating in this area,

How Are Resistors Made? 


By RALPH SHAW, WA4HIZ 


How many of you know what 
materials are used in making 
resistors or how they are made? 

The small, one wattor so, re- 
sistors are made from a thin 
film of carbon which is deposit- 
ed onto a slug of ceramic mat- 
erial, Powdered carbon and 
slugs are placed ina special 
type of jug about the size of a 
gallon bottle and heated until the 
whole assembly is red hot, 
While the jug is being heated, 
it is also rotated so that the 
slugs are continuously agitated 
in the carbon, The amount of 
carbon deposited is dependent 
on the temperature of the as- 
sembly and the length of time 
it is held at that temperature, 
The longer the exposure time, 
the lower the resistance, 


TRAFFIC MEN 


The resistor slug hasasmall 
film of gold deposited on each 
end and the leads are soldered 
to the gold, To get the resist- 
ance to an exact figure, the 
slugs are placed in a lathe and 
the carbon surface cut ina spir- 
al, After the proper resistance 
is attained, the resistor is pack- 
aged and coded,

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Vertically Polarized

Have you ever picked up the 
mike of the VHF rig, either in 
the shack or in the mobile and 
called CQ but find that a QSO is 
hard to get? Why not try 2me- 
ter FM? With that transmitter 
and receiver crystal controlled, 
a squeeze of the mike can bring 
you a contact 99% of the time, 

Many of the stations here in 
Miami run both mobile and fix- 
ed rigs, using 146.940 and 146,- 
900 for frequencies, Antennas 
range from ground planes to 
stacked vertical yagis at the 
base stations, and 1/4 have 
whips to the multi-gain Tune 
Tenna on the mobiles, The Tune 
Tenna is manufactured in Mi- 
ami, by K4UUO, and many com- 
parison tests were made right 
on the 146,900 frequency. 

In recent months we have re- 
ported accidents at various lo- 
cations and in many cases the 
mobile was patched directly to 
the Highway patrol or Metro 
dispatcher, to give an on the 
scene report. One occasion, 
whee a car had turn over on 
the Palmetto Expressway, we 
patched the mobile to the High- 
way patrol and had an ambulance 
on the scene within 4 minutes, 

Everything from experiment- 
ing to public service can be 
found on FM frequencies and 
even DX if you like it. W4TQH 
had a spare rig that was taken 
down to VP7NS in Nassau to add 
a little DX to the frequencies, 

W4KFH from Washington DC 
was found on 146.940 frequency 
and came by for a cup of coffee 
at midnight and passed along 
some information on some sta- 
tions along the east coast he 
had worked on the way down. 
He arrived in Miami on a Sun- 
day afternoon and couldn’t find 
a contact on 146,940, The group 
was on the 146,900 frequency 
having a transmitter hunt, The 
hidden mobile was between two 
estates on the ocean and just 
about to be run out of the bush- 
es by the Wackenhut security 
guard when he suddenly found 
the area over run with cars with 
antenna’s on them. The hunt 
ended soon after all were happy 
with no shots fired, 

On March 14th conditions 
were real fine and K4ANW 
worked South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Jacksonville, Daytona, O- 
cala, and many more FM sta- 
tions throughout the state, 
Tampa, Ft. Pierce, Ft, Laud- 
erdale, and Nassau have become 
familiar log entries in the Mi- 
ami area, 


Many of the more active sta- 
tions recently gathered at K4- 
EBG’s QTH to discuss the op- 
eration of a repeater to increase 
the rang of the mobiles in the 
Miami area, WA8UTB from De- 
troit was in Pompano and drove 
down to the meeting and was 
guided in by K4SJT inFt, Laud- 
erdale, and W4URY in Opa Loc- 
ka on the 146,940 frequency. He 
gave us a few pointers and hints 
from repeaters in the Chicago 
and Detroit areas, and was a 
welcomed guest. 

I am interested in compiling 
a Florida FM Directory, listing 
cities, stations, frequencies and 
any other pertinent data that 
would be of interest to a trav- 
eling mobile or a base station, 
wishing to point his antenna in 
the direction of some FM ac- 
tivity. I would welcome a QSL, 
a cardor letter from individuals 
or clubs or a group spokesman 
giving me all the information 
that you can list pertaining to 
FM activity, antenna’s used, 
teletype activity, schedules, 
make of equipment, amount of 
power, etc. A list of cities 
could be published here in Skip 
or individual calls could be put 
into a directory. Many out of 
state mobiles have asked me 
about how many cities in Flor- 
ida are using FM and what ci- 
ties on the way up state they 
might be able to make a contact 
with on 146,940, the national 
calling frequency, So, let’s get 
some information together and 
send it to me at 6301 S.W. 93 
Avenue, Miami, Florida, 33143, 
Iam sure that if we haveagood 
response from the active FM- 
ers in Florida, that we cangeta 
directory copied, mimeograph- 
ed, or something done. Recent- 
ly, my XYL, WA4NQS had the 
ingenuity to take and perforate 
a RTTY tape to make 75 copies 
of a Sunday School lesson. We 
could surely do the same for a 
directory.
